Birmingham, Ala., April 20.—A 
death list which tonight stood at 
more than 140, and a property loss of 
many millions of dollars, was ‘the 
toll of a series of tornadoes which 
today swept a score of towns, vil- 
lages and isolated farms in eastern 
Mississippi, northwestern Alabama 
and the southery counties of Ten- 
nessee. 

Communication with many of the 
stricken districts was difficult, but 
fragmentary reports agreed that the 
tornado swept down with deadly 
suddenness, obliterating everything 
that lay in its path. In at least one 
case—that of Rose Hill, Miss.—prac- 
tically the entire town is believed to 
have been destroyed, and in several 
instances all members of a family 
were reported to have been caught 
in the debris of its home. 

Striking first apparently in Jas- 
per county, Mississippi, near Bay

ing, the storm swept a narrow path 
across the rethainder of the state, 
carrying destruction to a dozen or 
more communities.

Many Bodies Found.

Two Young Men Who 
Murdered Mrs. Neason 
Confess — One Blames 
“Prohibition Whisky.” 


New Orleans, April 20.—Phelix 
John Birbiglia, 21-year-old business 
college student, and Charles J. Zel- 
enka, Jr., aged 22, will.he arraigned 
in second city criminal court tomor- 
row charged with the murder Mon- 
day night of pretty Mrs. Bertha 
Neason, their companion in an au- 
tomobile ride. Robert Burns, aged 
17, son of a police corporal, who 
drove the car in which the murder 
was committed and who caused the 
arrest of the pair, was being held 
tonight as a material witness. 

Birbiglia, calm and almost defi- 
ant during the day, was nervous 
and excited in his cell at the parish 
prison tonight. ~ “It was the ‘pro- 
hibition whisky’ that did it,” he 
said. Zelenka agreed with him. 

Smoking cigarette after cigarette 
in a manner apparentlv intended to 
be boastful, Birbiglia today told the 
superintendent of police the story of 
a murder “for those diamonds” 
which that official said was one of 
the most brutal he had ever been 
forced to listen’ to. 

He Wanted the Diamonds. 

“I took Bertha to a dance and 
Saw those wonderful diamonds,” 
Birbiglia told the superintendent, 
according to information given out 
by the latter. “I wanted those dia- 
monds; I don’t. know just why, be- 
cause I always had plenty of spend- 
ing money, but I wanted them just 
the same. Well, I told Charles 
Zelenka about them and we agréed 
to take them away from Bertha. I 


.met her in*front of a department 


store and we engaged Burns to 
drive us out. Zelenka borrowed a 
pistol from a negro and was to give 
4t¢-to.me when I signalled him. We 
had a pop bottle full of loz 
whisky” and drank Tt Tt was the 
whisky fhat made us carry out the 
plot. 

“We took in a couple of lakeside 
resorts, then. ifistructed Burns to 
drive down the “Turtle Back road’. 
in the rear of the city park. Bertha 
put her arm around my neck. I 
pressed Zelenka's sfoulder and he 
passed me the gun. While she 
kissed me [ fired under her left 
arm. I don’t just recall how many 


| shots, but I beat her over the head 


to make sure she was dead. Then 
I twisted the rings off her fingers 
and with Zelenka’s help dragged 
the body to the woods and threw 
it in a pool of water. I offered 
some of the diamonds to the others, 
but they would not take them, so I 
took them home with me.” 

Zelenka although at first denying 
any connection with the actual 
crime afterwards told Superintend- 
ent Mooney that the story as related 
by Birbiglia was correct. 

Recovered the Jewels, 

Police officers, guided by Birbig- 
lia, recovered the diamonds, four 
large solitaires and three cluster 
rings, valued at $6,000, under a 
sidewalk at Birbiglia’s home, 

Burns, who said he was scared 
and unable to act intelligently 
while the murder was being com- 
mitted, drove the pair back to town 
under threats of death, but as soon 
as they left the car hurried to his 
father and their arrest followed. 
Birbiglia had gone to bed. 

Mrs. Neason was married twice, 
her. first husband, Charles Herrick; 
now being a resident of Chicage, 
it was stated. Her present husband, 
Emanuel Neason, is one of the com- 
plement of the United States trans- 
port Kilpatrick. She was married 
to him in September, 1918. She re- 
turned to New Orleans two years 
ago from Michigan, where she lived 
for some time prior to having been 
a resident of Chicago. Her parents 
reside here.

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GIVEN GERMANY 


Allied Premiers Are Re-| 


solved That the Terms 
of Versailles Must Be 
Carried Out. 


Paris, April 20.—The German gOvV- 
ernment has received an identical 
note from the allied powers, warn- 
ing her of the effect of the revictué 
alling of the country, the establish- 
ment of a government opposed ‘to 
executing the Versailles treaty 
would have, according to a semi-of- 
ficial statement issued today. The 
note was presented to the German 
under-secretary of foreign affairs 
by the representatives of the allies 
in Berlin. The statement says: 

“The action proposed by the Brit- 
ish government, having for its ob- 
ject to warn Germany the conse- 
quences the establishment of a govy- 
ernment hostile to execution of the 
treaty would 4ave with regard to 
revictualling the country, was taken 
last evening. An identical note was 
presented to the under-secretary of 
foreign affairs by the representa- 
tives of the allies.” 

The foreign affairs committee of 


the chamber of deputies today unan- 
imously adopted a resolution declar- 
ig. that “8 chamber is resolved 
to obtain, in the interest of the gen- 
eral peace and the establishment of 
normal relations between all na- 
tions, absolute disarmament by 
Germany. 

The resolution invites the govern- 
ment to demand that the disarma- 
ment clauses of the peace treaty be 
strictly and effectively executed.

From the standpoint of internal 
order in Germany, the French 
statesmen consider that limiting foud 
and trying to prevent the factories 
from working, would be more dan- 
gerous than restricted occupation. 
Premier Nitti supports Mr. Lloyd- 
George. That is the situation on 
that question this morning.

Statement Isdédped 


An official statement issued by the 
premier says: 

“This morning theconference dis- 
cussed and approved the financial 
clauses of the Turkish treaty. The 
conference afterwards discussed the 
Armaan (fee question, es- 
poy | th® frontier question. Be- 
tore adjourning the conference took 
up the question of Baton.” 

At the afternoon session today the 
supreme ocuncil decided to insert a 
clause in the Turkish treaty making 
Batum a free port for the republics 
of Azerbaijan, Georgia and Armenia. 
The council spent’ considerable time 
considering the protection of minor- 
izttes in Anatolia. It approved the 
financial articles of the treaty. 

The. reply to President Wilson, 
which is being drafted by the Brit- 
ish, is ready for examination. 

A’ note from the league of nations. 
was submitted te the supreme coun-’ 
cil concerning the mandate over 
Armenia. The note pointed out that 
the league of nations has no funds, 
no staff and no military forces with 
which to carry out the mandate. The 
league asked whether the gov- 
ernments composing the supreme 
council would provide the necessary 
resources.

tysburg addresgy Abraham Lincoln 
exhorted his fellow citizens. to 
“highly resolve... that government 
of e people, by the people and for 
he besnts shall not perish from the 
earth.”

Whenever these words are spoken 
today, particular emphasis should 
be laid on “people.”

ments in the nation ! that Lincoln 
desired to have our government 
maintained. His idea of democracy 
was not rule by any class or pri- 
vate organization, proletarian or 
capitalistic, but rule by the com- 
bined units of the whole population. 

He believed profoundly in the 
worth and superiority of American 
institutions, and his patriotism was 
so ideal that it was well-nigh a re- 
ligion. Not because he was a blind 
worsiper of the system the fathers 
had created, but because its#supreme 
excellence had convinced his reason 
that no other human device could 
so surely safeguard the rights and 
liberties of men. To the constitu- 
tion and to our form.of government! 
he was thoroughly devoted, and he 
desired to preserve them from al’ 
injurious change.

Lincoln was too well-balanced to |! 
a radical. He set an example « 
moderation and loyalty that sham: 
the political perverts who seek ; 
overturn the state and to substitute 
for it an alien and hateful class re-

TERRIBLE TOLL 
TAKEN BY STORM - 
IN MISSISSIPPI 


Jackson, Miss., April 20.—Nearly 
one hundred persons killed and 
property damage estimated at $1,- 
000,000 ‘were caused by a tornado 
today which swept the state from 
Bay Springs, in south Mississippi, 
to Glenn, near the Tennessee tne. 
hitting points in a path wider than 
that usually taken by such storms. 

Meridain reports the number of 
known dead at twenty-one, with 
robabilities that more bodies wil) 
e found. :

IN ALABAMA 


Hamilton, Ala., April 20.—Sixteen 
are known to be dead, scores in- 


jured, many so seriously that some 
will die, and’ property loss esti- 
mated at hundreds of thousands of 
dollars as the result of a tornado 
which swept over the northwestern 
part of Marion county this morning 
about 9 o'clock. 

The dead thus far known, all of 
whom were killed within ten miles 
of Hamilton, are as follows:

affected by thé storm have worked 
heroically all day and far into the 
night to give such relief as they 
could. 

All of the telephone wires into 
the stricken section were down so 
that the only communication with 
the scene was such as was brought 
back by those making the_ trip. 
Fences, trees and debris were blown 
across the roads in every direction, 
making it difficult as well as hazar- 
dous to negotiate the seven miles 
which separates Hamilton from the 
devastated area. 

Most of the dead brought here 
were terribly mangled. Arms and 
legs in many cases had been blown 
completely off. It was quickly seen 
that Hamilton gelone was not able 
to cope with thé situation and aid 
was called for. As a result this 
afternoon and tonight physicians 
|and surgeons are here from Guin, 
Winfield, Haleyville, Jasper and 
Carbon Hill, and there is plenty of 
work for them all. 

The stricken community will un- 
doubtedly have to call upon the out- 
side world for aid. Hundreds of 
homes have been completely leveled 
to the ground. Scores of people, 
even. though uninjured,,are without 
shelter. Their barns have all been 
destroyed. Dead cattle, horses and 
mules are found everywhere. It 
would be impossible to exaggerate 
the conditions along a stretch of 
several miles. 

Hamilton is the county seat of 
Marion county, but is off the rail- 
road and the worst storm area 1s 
between seven and ten miles west 
of this place. 

It is impossible tonight to prepare 
a list of the injured as their neigh- 
bors and friends are caring for them 
in the best way they can. 
known, however, that the number 
of injured is many times that of the 
number of dead. 

The storm came suddenly about 9 
o’clock ahd moved northeast.

AICS WANED 
10 SOUND KEYNOTE 


He Will Preside as Tem- 
porary Chairman at the 
Democratic National 
Convention—Other Offi- 
cers Chosen. 


Chicago, April 20.—Homer S. Cum- 
mings, chairman of the democratic 
national committee, today was se- 
lected to preside as temporary chair- 
man of the national convention at 
San Francisco June 28, and deliver 
the keynote address which will 
enunciate the party policies in the 
forthcoming campaign. 

The convention slate was formed 
at a luncheon at the Iroquois club, 
where the democratic chieftains 
later listened, with particular inter- 
est, toa speech in which their leader 
sounded,. what they said, probably 


would be the main point of his “key- 


note address.” 

The republican party has lost its 
moral character, he declared, in 
launching a vigorous attack. on the 
action of the majority in congress in 
defeating the peace treaty and 
league of nations, and particularly 


the methods by which control of the 
foreign relations committee was held 
by the republicans. 


Claims People Want League. 


“The whole fight on the league of 
nations dates back to a corrupt elec- 
tion in Michigan,” he said, “and a 
convicted criminal is the thing upon 
which republican supremacy rests.” 

He was convinced that the people 
of the United States wanted the 
league of nations. The republican 
congress had debated the peace 
treaty for tight months and had 
failed “to pass one constructive 
Piece of legislation.” 

Turning to the war, he declared 
that “not chance, but brains,” won 
it, and for this leadership he main- 
tained the democratic party was en- 
titled to credit. “It matters not 
what they may say of Presidtnt Wil- 
son,” he addded. “His fame is im- 
mortal,and future generations will 
render tributes of praise and -obli- 
gation to this great democrat.” 

Relation of democratic women to 
the party and their part in the direc- 
tion of its affairs would be decided 
by the San Francisco convention, 
the national executive committee 
decided today.

voluntary system of military train- 
ing for young men between the ages 
of 18 and 21.

Except for the provisions fixing 
the size of the regular army and the 
national guard, the senate and house 
measures are widely different.

officers. 

Universal military training prom- 
ises to be the principal obstacle for 
the senate and house conferees. The 
house bill made no provision for 
training leaders, planning to bring 
out a separate training measure, 

In the senate measure provision is 
made for four months training after 
January 1, 1922. Enlistment in the 
national reserve or national guard 
is optional, but not compulsory, up- 
on conclusion of training. 

Under both the senate and house 
-bills the national guard would con- 
sist of 800 men and officers for each 
member of congress, and be sup- 
ported by the federal government, 
although under “direct” ordérs of 
the governors of the several states.

Fight All Militarism. 

“The American people say .uey 
came into the war- not to fight 
German militarism alone, but all 
militarism,” Sir George said, refer- 
ring to the results of his- recent 
visit in the United States. “They 
are not going to support the pres- 
ent predominant regime of Europe, 
the militarism of the allies. They 
are quite right. They are going 
about their daily business trying 
to forget Europe. They are quite 
right. Europe cannot expect any- 
thing else until the people of Eu- 
rope have driven out the militarist 
spirit—until fhe legitimate demands 
of the American people have been 
satisfied. Then we shall not need 
to appeal to the American govern- 
ment to help us to fight the great 
European famine that is daily com- 
ing nearer to all of us here—we 
shall not need to appeal to investors 
to give Europe the credit which 
these threatened countries must 
have if they are to live—we can 
trust the American people as we 
trusted them in the war. 

“The situation is critical. We 
are on the verge of the greatest 
catastrophe known in human his- 
tory. The only’ way it can be 
averted is by the co-operation of 
all nations. And not only for this 
year, but for several years. We 
must set our teeth and see it 
through just as we saw the war 
through. The danger is just as 
great and those who know the facts 
about the danger estimate that 
will take us just as long to over- 
come this economic danger as it 
did to overcome the German danger. 
It will take us four or five years 
at least. 


Will Help Again. 


“American women will help again 
as they helped in the war—Ameri- 
can farmers will help again as 
they helped in the war—when they 
understand the danger to civiliza- 
tion and when they are satisfied 
that European civilization is worth 
saving.

In the 
way of external evidences of wealth 
he will immediately be impressed 
by the thousands of motor cars that 
stream endlessly through narrow 
and venerable downtown! business 
streets and cdurse up and down 
broader more modern avenues to 
opulent residence districts. Both 
downtown and in the suburbs he 
will be amazed to see the number 
of expensive buildings that flash*‘in 
dazzling new whiteness in the trop- 
ical sunshine. 

He will be shown clubhouses for 
clerks and mechanics with bDall- 
rooms magnificent enough to com- 
pare with the Hall of Mirrors at 
Versailles. He will wonder at the 
tide of wealth pouring out of the 
opera in the evenings or parading 
in Sunday silks and flannels at the 
race track. :

WOMAN 15 LITTLE 
JAPANESE WIDOW 


Last Five Years Adds 


$250,000,000 to Fabulous 
Wealth Controlled by 
Oriental Queen of Com- 
merce. ' 


London, April 17.—The richest 
woman in the world lives, not in 
the United States, but in Japan. She 
is a little widow, who, until her hus- 
band died in 1899, lived the colis- 
tered life of the average Japanese 
wife. Her husband, who had work- 


fed up from nothing to the owenr- 


ship of a $1,000,000 sugar refinery, 
left her his refinery and his cam- 
phor business. The Russo-Japanese 
war gave such an impetus to Jap- 
anese commerce that she sold the 
refinery to what was then the Jap- 
anese sugar trust for $3,250,000, then 
a record price for a single commer- 
cial transaction in Japan. The out-

The European war 
poured from $200,000,000 to $250,000,-

She is Mrs. Yone Suzuki, and she 
lives on a modest estate on the 
fringes of Kobe, Japan. Hér busi- 
ness manager, S. Takohata, has just 
arrived in London. I asked him to- 
day how many: people Mrs. Suzuki 
employed. “I do not know,” he said. 
“It is too difficult to say. She has 
SO many interests in so many indus- 
tries in so many parts of the world 
that it is impossible to judge. Prob- 
ably between 35,000 and 40,000 a¥e 
employed by the companies directly 
under her control, A large propor- 
tion of them are girls and women, 
in whose welfare she takes a great 
interest.”

It has been 
very good business for England to 
foster the ambitions and aspirations 
of the Letts and Lithuanians in 
view of the likelihood of Riga as 
an advantageous gateway. On the 
other hatid I have had a Polish 
banker explain to me his conver- 
sations with British capitalists re- 
garding a scheme for a railway and 
canal system across Poland which, 
when developed, would econjointly 
work in with the industrial exploit- 
ation of Poland’s resources and 
would afford a trade route for Great 
Britain into the heart of Southern 
Russia, the port of Danzig being the 
entry, and with Warsaw serving as 
a great warehouse base.

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MEAT FOR THE SOUTH. 
A few days ago the press’ of Geor- 


| ia carried a news dispatch from 


Toccoa, the county seat of Ste- 
phens county, to the effect that last 
Saturday “a solid train of meat, 
consisting of thirty-tine ears, 
passed through ‘here going south;” 
which, together with the’ general 
conditions of traffic as reported by 
Southern railway: officials, indi- 
cated to the: correspondent that 
“there will be-no shortage: of meat 
south of Toccoa.” _ | 

Such a news report as this is a 
reflection—unquestionably merited 
—upon the thrift and enterpfise 
and alertness of the.«farmers of 
Georgia and the entire south. 

We have here what national au- 
thorities generally concede to be 
the banner live stock state of the 
whole union, so far as natural ad- 
vantages for the successful breed- 
ing and growing of food animals 
g0; and instead of importing meat 
from the north, east and west—as 
we are doing every week, year aft- 
er year, and by the trainioad—our 
farmers and packers ought to be 
exporting meat in similar quantity 
and banking the money that the 
people of Georgia are now sending 
out of the state to enrich the stock- 
men and meat handlers of rival 
communities. . 

Georgia, or any other southern 
state, should import not a pound of 
beef, pork, mutton or any other 
live stock product, for there is no 
other section of the country in 
which cattle, hogs and sheep can 
be produced with so little outlay in 
money or attention as in the case 
here.’ 

And so far as Georgia, in particu- 
lar, is concerned, it is distinctly to 


great agricultural commonwealth 
that we have still to depend, in a 
large measure or to any extent, 
upon other states for our meat and 
other live stock products supply. 

It is high time our farmers were 
awakening to their own best inter- 
ests.

It is truly said that Canada is 
entering upon the most extensive 
experiment in government owner- 
ship and operation of railroads ever 
undertaken by a democracy.

Practically it will be in 
competition with private enter- 
prise, for the Canadian Pacific is 
owned privately. It would be un- 
thinkable that it should raiss 
rates on its own properties and 
refuse the same rates to the Ca- 
nadian Pacific.

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W here Our Imports Come From: Camphor 


Washington April 20.—~First 
of a series of bulletins issued , by 
the National Geographic society on 
“Where Our Imports Come From” is 
that dealing with the camphor in- 
dustry in Formosa, now owned by 
Japan. 

“Formosa holds a practical mo- 
nopoly in the world’s market of this 
valuable drug,” says Alice Ballan- 
tine Kirjassoff, writer of a com- 
munication to the society on this 
subject. 

“The life of a camphor worker 
is indeed an adventurous one; he 
is never safe from the Formosa 
head-hunters. Although a woods- 
man with an ax never moves ex- 
cept in the company of an armed 
guard, there is always danger of 
an ambush. 

“Tales of the camphor workers 
recall the days of our pioneer fa- 
thers in the times of the tomahawk, 
the poisoned arrow and the scalp- 
ing-knife. And yet if this menace 
had not existed, the camphor for- 
ests would have disappeared long 
ago. Thanks to the head-hunters, 
there are still large tracts of vir- 
gin camphor forests in Formosa. 

“Camphor trees grow best on 
moderate, well-drained slopes, not 
over 4,000 feet in elevation, where 
the sun’s rays can reach them. 

“Nowhere else in the world have 
these ‘trees attained such height 
and girth as in Formosa. In the 
past, trees with a basal circum- 
ference of from 35 to 40 feet have 
been noted, but these have in- 
evitably fallen victims to the wood- 
man’s ax. Perhaps in the unchart- 
ed forests, where the savage still 


holds sway, more of these noble 


present a camphor tree with a 
basal circumference of 20 feet is 
considered a very ample specimen. 

“In point of view of value, few 
trees can rival the camphor, An 
average tree, say with a basal cir- 
cumference of 12 feet. will yield 
about 50 piculs of camphor (ap- 
proximately 6,660 pounds), which, 
at the present market price, it worth 
about $5,000. 

“Strictly speaking, there are no 
camphor forests, as the camphor 
laurel is only one of a number of 
trees growing together. The cam- 
phor trees are unusually heautiful, 
with shapely trunks and  wide- 
spreading branches profusely cover- 
ed with graceful leaves of a soft 
green. : 

“Native stills are scattered here 
and there throughout the districts 
where crude camphor is collected, 
packed in tins, and carried down 
precipitous mountain paths on cool- 
ies’ backs to the nearest railway 
line, whence it goes to the refinery 
at Taihoku. 

“The stills are operated in a sim- 
ple manner. Camphor chips are 
placed in a chip retort over boil- 
ing water, and as the camphor va- 
porizes it passes through pipes into 
submerged vats, which are 60 ar- 
ranged that cool water from a 
mountain stream can run over them 
to accelerate crystallization. After 
the camphor ‘has crystallized the. 
vats are opened, and the product 
is placed on wooden troughs to 
allow whatever free oil there may 
be to drain off. This oil will yield 
90 per cent of crude camphor in 
the profess of refining.”

WHAT’S A HOME WITHOUT A 
BABY? : 

I get far too many letters that 
run something like this: 

“We are a young couple only re- 
cently married. Of course, We eX- 
pect to raise a family when we are 
in better circumstances, but just at 
present we have to do with a limit- 
ed income and as we are trying to 
pay for a small home... .” 

Well, if zhe home is more impor- 
tant than the baby this marriage 
business is all wrong. Why marry? 

To all writers or prospective writ- 
ers along. the lines of the letter 


quoted let me say that the govern- . 


ment has nicely furnished cells in 
its various penal institutions for 
any one who gives information on 
the subject of “birth control. 

A home is strictly a secondary 
consideration if you’ve got:a baby. 
A home without any baby is a 
weary place. No matter how much 
you fuss with it or hew beautifully 
you furnish it nor how nearly paid 
for it is, if there is no baby to 
hallow or consecrate the place it 
acarcely deserves the name of home.

For the first ten years or so of 
arried life too many misguided 
people try to postpone the arrival 
of the baby while struggling to 
eliminate the mortgage. For the 
second ten years of mortgaged life 
these same misguided people fran- 
tically but unhappily seek the aid 
of physicians because no baby 
comes to reign im the little home. 
This is one of the saddest tragedies 
of modern life. The loneliness that 
pervades the “home,” once the place 
has been secured against loss and 
furnished as luxuriously as the next 
one, is bitter to contemplate and 
must be heart-breaking to endure. 

The young people are not content 
to begin housekeeping on the mod- 
est scale their parents found suf- 
ficient. Nowadays the young ones 
imagine they must have everything 
at the beginning. they think they 
must start housekeeving with at 
least as much and as good equip- 
ment as families that have been ac- 
cumulating for years. In order to 
enter married life on this advanced 
status they are even willing to sac- 
rifice the very aim and end of mar- 
riage itself. For the same reason 
that the moron type of animated 
collar advertisement in high school 
decorates his too sophisticated face 
with a cigarette, the young couple 
starting housekeeping want to make 
a noise like an established family. 
It is precocity. The high school 
smart Aleck has to beg the price 
of his cigarettes from over-indul- 
gent parents—not being man enough 
to earn it himself. The extrava- 
rant young couple raise the wind 
by cheating the baby out of the 
right to be born. 

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 

Curability of Syphilis. 

Have salvarsan and mercury any 
bad after-effects, and if so are they 
destructive? After a positive ctre 
of a case of syphilis is a 
person in as good condition as be- 
fore contracting it? (G. K. D.) 

ANSWER—Salvarsan—or 606—or 
neosalvarsan—or 914—or arsphena- 
mine or neoarsphenamine—contains 
much arsenic, and sometimés unan- 
ticipated poisonous effects are pro- 
duced. As I have often said, I 
would be content with the older 
mode of treatment which was in 
vogue prior to the introduction of 
these arsenic-compounds, if I had 
syphilis. In my opinion, a person 
who once contracts syphilis must 
be-consi@ered always syphilitic, 
though treatment will arrest the 
disease, jus: as treatment arrests 
tuberculosis. I agree with those 
physicians who teach, and practice, 
an annual brief course of anti- 
syphilitic treatment in every case 
of syphilis which has been arrested. 
To all appearances and purposes an 
individual whose syphilie has been 
arrested is in as good condition as 
before, just as an individual whose 
tuberculosis has been arrested is. 
Many physicians of wide experi- 
ence and the best judgment do be- 
lieve, I think, that by a certain 
amount ef vigorous treatment, with 
the newer arsenic-compounds and 
with the older mercury. compannds. 
will completely cure sy s.. I am 
sorry I cannot believe that. I would 
advise every syphilitic to. % o

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| Kipling Setting N ow News Background | 


Washington, April, 20.— “The 
Simla Hills of Kipling fame and 
the interesting -Punjab country 
again are brought to public atten- 


tion by newspaper reports of native 
riots aronsed by’ the rumored de- 
Struction of the golden temple of 
Armitsar, a principle city of this 
province,” says a bulletin from the 
National Georgraphic society. 


“Punjab is a Persian word mean- 
oe . 
ing ‘five waters,’ and refers to an

area in India, about the sige of 
Oregon, between the Jhelam a the 
Sutlej drained by three int e- 
diate streams. These rivers empty 
into the Indus, which forms the 
western boundary of the state. 

“Situated at the northwest gate- 
way of India, the Punjab has for 
ages been the Belgium of’ most of 
the military expeditions from the 
west and the trail of many migra- 
tions. For this reason its peoples 
—Mohammedans, Sikhs, Hindu Jats, 
Kashmiris, and Rajputs, all belong- 
ing to the tall, fair Indo-Aryan 
stock, are not so sluggish in tem- 
perament and ways of living as in 
other parts of the country, and 
many of them manifest a martial 
spirit upon small provocation. Eng- 
land counted them among her most 
valued soldiers on the western 
front. 

“The vast plain of the Punjab 
is about one thousand feet above 
the sea level and on the north runs 
into the ‘Abode of Snow,’ the Hima- 
laya mountains. At the southwest- 
ern end of the watershed stand 
Simla, and from it the mountains 
drop rapidly to the foothills and 
then to the § plain. Jakko, the 


is immediately within view, tower- 
ing a thousand feet above Simla. 


Here in this town, 7,000 feet above 


the level of the sea, in early April, 
when the heat of the great Punjab 
Plain reaches 120 dagrees, most of 
the Europeans in India have gath- 
ered and around the summer home 
of the Viceroy of India the social 
life revolves. Within a 25-mile 
radius from Simla is the Chor, upon 
whose peak, 12,000 feet high, a snow 
cap is worn until well into May. 
-Farther to the west the higher 
pease range from 16,000 to 22,000 
eet. 

“The heat-parched plain of Ahe 
Punjab is cool in winter, with an 
occasional frost at night. Phe 
days are bright and clear, and the 
clmiate reminds one of that of Los 
Angeles. When the moon-soons 
come in June, it also has a rain- 
fall in the north which is adequate 
to produce good crops without ir- 
rigation. Farther south the land 
is as barren as a desert, except in 
the river valleys. This dearth of 
plant life is not a fault of the land 
itself, which is extremely rich, but 
there is a lack of an adequate water 
supply. It now supports only scanty 
jungle vegetation, where camels are 
sometimes grazed. The government 
is irrigating much of the terri- 
tory, and the Punjab possesses a 
‘larger well-irrigated area than any 
other province. Its wheat fields are 
among the best in the British em- 
pire, and within recent years the 

rovince has been planting about 

,000 acres_in tea for the ‘tipplers’ 
of Britain and America.

The bureau of American, eth- 
nology has just Issued a fully ile 
lustrated article entitled “Designs 
on prehistoric Hopi pottery,” by J. 
Walter Fewkes. The book is in- 
tended as an aid or rather incen- 
tive to the study of aboriginal art 
and an appreciation of the Amer- 
ican Indian as an artist. Although 
primarily for art schools where 
decorative motives ‘are studied, it 
might likewise be of value in pu be 
lic schools or wherever attention ig 
Siven to designs that are purely 
American in origin. Our moccasin- 
ed Americans have a wealth of sug- 
gestions to make to those of us 
who have long lived under a higher 
civilization. 


There is an ever increasing de- 
mand for a distinctive ‘American art 
which is being met in various ways 
by our, museums. Many decora- 


tive motives are found in the rich 
symbolism found on prehistoric In- 
dian pottery, before it was modi- 
fled by white influence. me of 
these designs still survive among 
the living Indians, but a much 
greater and less adulterated form 
persists in prehistoric bowls and 
vases brought to light by the spade 
of the archeologist. 


Probably the most famous of all 
the survivals of a prehistoric re- 
ligion among the aborigines of the 


United States is the celebrated 
snake dance performed bi-annually 
among the Indians called the Hopi, 
who live some 70 miles east of the 
Grand Canyou of the Colorado. In 
this ceremony the participants in 
the dance carry live reptiles; but 
this startling ceremony js only one 
of the _ interestin things about 
these striking people. 

_ They are wonderful potters; and 
the particular interest about this 
pottery is its complicated symbolism 
connected with their religious cere- 
monies. An analysis of this sym- 
bolism shows that the favorite nat- 
ural object represented in it is the 
bird and the feather. In the many 
modifications that exist of this 
symbol the majority are so far re- 
moved from _ realistic representa- 
tions that it ts extremely difficult 
to detect and interpret the figures. 
This could only be done by one who 
is as familiar with the subject as 
the author who has spent many 
years in studying the surviving 
rites of this interesting peoples So 
far as geometric decoration goes, 
with the exception of the egg and 
dart pattern, there is no design 
known to Greek or classic nations 
which was not independently dis- 
covered in America and used by 
this people. We find also the sun 
and earth depicted with  vari- 
ous animals, one of the most im- 
portant of which is the mythic ser- 
pent with plumes. The specimens 
considered in this article are on ex- 
hibit in the United States Nation- 
al museum and would well repay an 
examination by all students of 
‘American symbolism.

Slight increases in the margin 
of profit to be allowed retail and 
wholesale dealers on sugar; in tne 
margin of profit for installment 
clothing and furnishing dealers,-and 
also for restaurants, were the prin- 
cipal actions taken Tuesday by the 
Fulton county fair price committee. 

The commission voted to allow a 
margin of profit on sugar from oue 
cent to a cent and a half for whvule- 
sale dealers, and from two to three 
cents a pound for retail .eaiers. 
The revision was made after sev- 
eral members of the commission 
had declared that neither whoiesale 
or retail, food dealers could handle 
Sugar on the present basis with- 
out loss. 

The ruling recently made allow- 
ing retail merchants to charzge a 
maximum profit of 40 perf cent on 
apparel was revised so as to per- 
mit the dealers selling clothing on 
the installment plan to charge a 
profit of 50 per cent. This action 
was taken after a petition sigued by 
practically all the Atlanta install- 
ment concerns had been presented 
by B. C. Levy, as chairman of the 
merchants’ committee. . 

The petition asked that in view of 
the fact that the losses entailed in 
dealing with customers without cred- 
it ratings and on deferred payments 
are much larger than the losses by 
merchants who are more rigid in 
their credit investigations, the in- 
stallment merchants would have to 
have 10 per cent more profit in or-.

Liam Mellows, one of the origi- 
nators of the movement to set up an 
Irish republic and the personal rep- 
resentative of Eamon de Valera, 
who is called-the “president of the 
Irish republic,” will be the guest 
of the Friends of Irish Freedom to- 
night at a meeting at Cable hall, 
at which final preparations will be 
made for the reception of de Valera, 
who arrives here Friday morning 
to speak in Taft hall, auditorium, 
Friday night. Charles P. Sweeney, 
former Washington correspondent 
of The Philadelphia Public Ledger, 
and assistant secretary of the war 
labor board, came with Mr. Mellows. 
Both visitors will address the meet- 
ing. s 
The Irish situation, Mr. Mellows 
declared, is a war between the Brit- 
j ish army of 150,000 troops and the 

peopte of Ireland. He said the elec- 
tions of 1918 indicated that four 
out of every five men and women 
in Ireland wanted a republic. Mr. 
Mellows, who is a member of the 
Jrish parliament, is only 28 years 
old. He was one of the eight mem- 
bers of the provisional committee 
of Irish volunteers, of whom it is 
stated that five were executed. Dur- 
ing the revolution of 1916 he com- 
manded the republican forces in the 
west of Ireland. For eight days he 
says he, with 1,500 men, held a Brit- 
ish division at bay, while a British 
gunboat shelled his headquarters 
from Galway bay. 


De Valera, whom Mr. Mellows de- 
clares will speak in Birmingham 
despite the attitude of Governor 
Thomas Kilby, is due to reach At- 
lanta at 11:30 a. m. Friday, and he 
will be met by a delegation of 100 
at the Terminal station. He will be 
given every courtesy, although May- 
or Key has stated that he cannot 
be officially recognized as president 
of the Irish republic, in that the 
United States has not officially rec- 
ognized that republic. 

The visitor will be accompanied 
here by the Rev. Dr. J. A. N. Irwin, 
a Presbyterian “clergyman of Ire- 
land. Dr. Irwin, who comes from 
Ulster, became so incensed at the 
statements attributed to British 
propagandists, that he volunteered 
to come to the United States for 
seven weeks to refute them, says 
Mr. Mellows.

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NEVER TO RETURN 


Vice President Marshall 
Tells Members of Asso- 
ciated Press—Urges 
Newspapers to Preach 
Justice. 


New York, April 20.—Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall was applauded by 
members of the Associated Press 
at their annual meeting today when 
he advocated freedom of speech and 
press as guaranteed by the corsisti- 
tution, but favored “soaking it to 
the fellow who causes trouble in 
the American republic by what he 
says.” 

He drew a distinction as to rights 
of free speech between those who 
were born in the country and oth- 
ers. Native born, he said, had the 
right to advocate alteration of the 
government by constitutional means 
to socialism or a monarchy. But 
those who sought a haven in this 
country had no right to propose a 
change in the system of govern- 
ment. 5s 

The vice president was the chief 
speaker at the luncheon of the 
members in connection with the an- 
nual meeting’ at which the retiring 
five directors were re-elected by 
acclamation and four advisory 
boards and auditing and nominat- 
ing committees were chosen. 

After deprecating the great 
amount of publicity given to crime 
and suggesting that newspapers 
pour oil] on.the troubled waters of 
unrest by speaking of the fine 
things in American life, Mr. Mar- 
shall told the meeting what he 
thought would be real news, name- 
ly, “a clarion call from every news- 
paper in America for men to stand 
for justice, for freedom, for right, 
for the maintenance of the old con- 
stitution and the old principles 
upon which-the republic was found- 
€d.”" 

Not Going Back. 

“There are a great many people,” 
he continued, “who think we are 
going back to where we were be- 
fore August 1, 1914. We are not 
going back there, gentlemen. I 
would to God it were possible to 
£0 back to 1849. But we live in 
the year of grace 1920, and we are 
not ‘going back.... And you know, 
and I know, whether we close our 
eyes to it or not, that ten million 
men did not agonize and suffer and 
die upon the far-flung. lines of 
Flanders and France that the world 
might be what the world was. 

“The problem for the Associated 
Press is as to whether it is'to act 
as a.mere machine, or whether with 
the opportunities and the privi- 
leges the Associated Press hés, it 
will assume some of the responsi- 
bilities for bringing peace and 
quietude and good order at least 
to America, if not the world.” 


The vice president counselled 
against being discouraged at high 
prices. He recalled the days after 
the civil war when he said flour 
sold for $20 a barrel, quinine for $29 
an ounce and calico for 80 cents a 
yard. 

“Let’s get down from the theory,” 
he said, “that we must either make 
all the money that we can today, 
for tomorrow we die, or we must 
spend all the money we have today 
for fear there will be none tomor- 
row. Let us understand that Amer- 
ican prosperity cannot continue if 
the farms and factories of this 
country are to produce less and peo- 
ple are to increase and consume 
more. And what is the use of 
talking about congress, or ceurts 
or any other human instrumentality 
<a aside the plain laws of na- 

ure. 

The luncheon opened with a 
toast to the fully restored health 
of President Wilson, proposed by 
Frank B. Noyes, president of the 
Associated Press. Briefly reviewing 
the work of the Associated Press, 
Mr. Noyes said it had become a 
“hall mark of accuracy whether the 
event recorded is the election of a 
president, the signing of an armis- 
tice, a decision of the supreme 
court or the death of a pope.” He 
introduced Vice-President Marshall 
as one whom the people appre- 
ciated more and more because of 


olute cheerfulness and sturdy good 
sense. 


N oyes on Marshall. 


“Some men shrink in slature on 
further acquaintance, while a few 
grow. <As the people of the United 
States have observed one of the 
chief of their servants from aay to 
day, and from year to year. there 
has been an increasing appreciation 
with each day and each year not 
only of his delightful personality 
and of his great tact in a very try- 
ing and difficult posit‘on, but of 
his resolute cheerfulness and sturdy 
good sense—and that is saying a 
great deal in these days. and es- 
pecially of a man who has béen in 
his precise geographical] position. 

“It gives me gréat pleasure to 
present to you the vice president of 
dy ee States, Thomas P. Mar- 
shall.” 

Concluding their business meet- 
ing, the members adopted a vote 
of thanks to the directors and offi- 
cers for their efficient service dur- 
ing the last year, and Victor F. 
Lawson, of The Chicago Daily News, 
gave a short talk on the public 
responsibilities of publishers and 
the success of co-operative news 
gathering by the Associated Press. 

Melville B. Stone, the general 
manager, was called on for a speech 
and said: “Don’t shoot the organ- 
ist. He’s doing the best he knows 
how. He’s going to continue to do 
the best he knows how.”

-' Already more than two million 
men are affected by wage claims 
presénted since the coal miners’ 
demand for nationalization to be 
enforced by direct action was 
turned down by the Trade Union 
congress. This number is com- 
posed of 1,200,000 miners them- 
selves, demanding an increase of 
76 cents per shift—they had offered 
to forego any increase of wages 
until mos | had proved in practice 
their contentions regarding nation- 
alization—and roughly one million 
other workers including railroad 
‘engineers and supervisors, hus and 
street car workers, steel workers, 

’ canal and dock workers, post office 

workers and cotton workers, whose 
claims vary from ten per cent to 
100 per cent. 

Will All Ask More. 

It is predicted in labor circles 
that before summer every working- 
man‘s organization will have put 

in claims for great increases of 
wages. This will mean that over 
20 million people, not less than half 
the population of the country, will 

_ be alrectiy interested in the biggest 
demand for more money known in 
industrial history. 

This is a radic4l change in di- 
rection from that in which the 
trade union movement was moving 
three months ago. At that time 
practically every labor leader was 
denouncing the useless scramble for 
higher wages which never would 
and never could catch up with the 
rising cost of living. A special 
congress put forward plans for sta- 
bilizing the cost of production in 
various industries, some of which 
were based on nationalization, They 
also set down as an ultimate aim 

of the industrial movement to sta- 
bilize the ratio between wages and 

‘the cost of living. This congress 
accepted the proposition that wages 
should not only rise when the cost 
of living rose. but should fall when 
the, cost of living fell. The scram- 
ble for increased wages to catch 
up with the rising cost of living 
was denounced as being as sense- 
less as two spuirrels chasing each 
other round a cage. The govern- 
ment was petitioned on various 0c- 
casions to face the whole question 
of wages and the cost of living as a 
single issue with the object of put- 
ting an end to wage disputes and 
increasing production. 

The government preferred to take 
the question of wages sectionally. 
The first section dealt with was 
that of the railwaymen, negotia- 
tions are. still proceeding. The 
coal miners were already, pressing 
their claims for nationalization un- 
der the royal commission repo t in 
which they had not pressed cny 
/wages claim. The government re- 
fused to consider nationalization of 
the mines. The miners turned to 
the trade union congress for help 

‘to enforce their demand by direct 
getion. The congress refused to be 
led into such revolutionary action. 
The following day the miners put in 
theit demand for higher wages. 


__No Idealism Left.

DIVORCING DUCHESS |: 


Those Who. Know Consuelo 
Vanderbilt Are Happy to 
See Her Free.

London, March *%3.—(By Mail.)— 
When the Duchess of Marlborough 
stepped out of her limousine to en- 
ter the law courts in order to give 
evidence in her suit for restitution 
of conjugal rights, it seemed im- 
possible that she could be the 
mother of two sons, the youngest 
of whom came of age last October. 
That was the general exclamation 


on the sidewalk and the repeated 
whisper in the crowded courtroom. 
But, of course, Consuelo Vanderbilt 
was only a child when her family 
arranged her marriage with the 
young Duke of Marlborough in 1895, 
then just succeeded to his title. She 
was married in New York and im- 
mediately took up a pfominent po-

Courted and Fiattered. 


She was courted and flattered by 
everyone.
